Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, arguments are persuasive to overcome the rejection. Specifically, 
arguments are persuasive in identifying that the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the 
alignment controlling elements as having linear portions extending across each of the 
transmissive and reflective display regions wherein the linear portion in the reflective display 
region has a greater cross-sectional area than the linear portion in the transmissive display 
region. 

Regarding claim 10, arguments are persuasive to overcome the rejection. Specifically, 
arguments are persuasive in identifying that the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the 
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occupying area of the alignment controlling elements in the reflective display region as set larger 
than the occupying area of the alignment controlling elements in the transmissive display region 
wherein the distance between two of the alignment controlling regions within a same island- 
shaped reflective region is smaller than the distance between the adjacent two of the alignment 
controlling elements in the transmissive display region.
